Remarks of the School Board 


The interest on the Abigail Drake fund has been 
accumulating, and with that, we have had two weeks 
of school extra at Pineriver, one last year, and one this. 


We Effingham people are fortunate in having 
eight of our girls and boys in High School now, and six 
more planning to go next year. The more of those we 
put through the more we may feel we are doing in the 
way of making citizens out of children. 


It certainly is to be regretted by all hands, that 
the children of the rural towns are getting to be con- 
spicuous by their absence. It is a pity for any district 
to lose its school. No one felt it more keenly than the 
members of the School Board themselves. in the in- 
stance of closing Lord’s Hill and Mountain schools. 
But when a school of from five to seven pupils can be 
transported for $5.00, that would cost $18.00 to run, 
besides wood, etc., it certainly seems not only much 
more advantageous to those few lone pupils to join 
with others, but financially is quite a saving. 


We only hope people with children may soon move 
into these districts so that the schools may be re- 
opened. 


The reason the Superintendent’s excess salary is 
more than previously, may not be clear to all. The 
State pays $2,000.00 of the Superintendent’s salary in 
any event, and heretofore has paid one half amount 
exceeding that also, but this year the whole amount is 
left for each district to pay. Hence Effingham’s share 
$117.60, instead of $55.55. 


Superintendent’s Report 


To the School Board of Effingham: 


During the past year Effingham was fortunate 
in being able to keep its teaching force intact. The 
year previous one of the schools had five different 
teachers and another three, a condition which is al- 
ways disastrous to the good of the school. This year 
Miss Gladys Leavitt is continuing her service at the 
Center Effingham School; Mrs. John Chase is teach- 
ing again at South Effingham; at the beginning of the 
year, on account of the closing of the school in the 
Mountain District, Miss Ruth Snow was transferred 
to the school at Effingham Falls; and Miss Louise 
Marshall was elected to the Pine River position, made 
vacant by the resignation of Mrs. Wilkinson. I am 
convinced that all the schools are doing efficient 
work, and that good progress will be the result. 


The attendance of all the schools last year was excel- 
lent, but I think that. special recognition should be 
given to the fine showing made at Center Effingham. 
A per cent. of 9914 is nearly perfect, and I wish to ex- 
press my appreciation to the teacher and parents who 
made it possible. The average per cent. for all the 
schools was 95, which was two points higher than that 
of the year before and several points higher than the 
state as a whole. On the other hand unnecessary ab- 
sences cannot be allowed. The law governing at- 
tendance in elementary schools is very specific, and 
does not. give the parent the right to determine 
whether or not his child shall attend school. The 
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school board alone has the power to excuse, and then 
only when they consider the child mentally or physi- 
cally unfit to attend school for the period considered. 

In the matter of schoolhouse repair the only thing 
that has been undertaken this year has been the im, 
provement of the toilet at the Pine River School and 
its connection with the school building. The work is 
not yet completed. I appreciate the fact that it was 
the intention of the School Board to accomplish much 
more than this, but circumstances conspired against 
them. I trust that it will soon be possible to improve 
the toilet at Center Effingham and connect it with the 
school building. A few revairs are also necessary at 
South Effingham. Until these improvements are 
made the minimum requirements of the State Board of 
Education in the matter of schoolhouse approval have 
not been met. 

Without doubt the most difficult nroblem which 
the School Board had to decide last summer was the 
question of the closing of the schools at Lord’s Hill and 
the Mountain. I am sure that all of those who had a 
share in the consideration of this question were very 
loath to take any step which might cause displeasure 
or disapproval upon the part of any group of towns- 
people, and the decision was reached only after grave 
consideration. The schools were finally closed be- 
cause the attendance had fallen very low,—in one case 
to six pupils and in the other to six or eight,—because 
the cost of transportation was but a fraction of the 
cost of maintaining the schools, and because the good 
of the children themselves advised it,—a school of six 
pupils very seldom accomplishes educationally what a 
school of fifteen to twenty-five does. Also, it was not 
at all certain that state aid would be allowed in the 
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maintenance of these schools. I trust that, in view of 
all these conditions, you may consider that the School 
Board acted wisely. | ) 

A short time ago, at a public gathering, a promi- 
nent state school official expressed his opinion upon 
the consolidation of schools. Stated brieflv, he said 
that schools should not be consolidated in districts 
where there were fifteen pupils who could either walk 
or be easily brought to the school, provided that the 
schoolhouse was wholesome, attractive, well equipped 
and serving as a community center, and provided also 
that the services of an experienced, contented rural] 
teacher could be secured for the school. He further 
added that in case school attendance fell below twelve, 
transportation should be considered; that schools 
should never be maintained for six or less pupils.— 
and if they were so maintained that state aid should 
not be allowed for their support. 

While the preceding statements are in no sense 
orders upon .which we must proceed, nevertheless 
coming from one of the foremost school officials of our 
state they should receive our very careful attention. 
The usual group of statistical tables are appended to 
this report.
